NO MORE TROOPS FOR CHINA. 


Soldiers Now on the Sea for the 
Orient Go to Manila. 


development in the Chinese situation to- 
day was the decision of the government 
not to send any more troops to China. 
All the troops nuw at sea, amounting to 


fabout 4,000, together with those under 


orders for service in the far east which 
have not sailed, amounting to about 3,000 
more, will be sent to Manila. These 
troops will sail on the same route, and 
upon touching at Nagasaki will go on 


in China, not now expected, which would 
make their presence in that country nec- 
essary. Secretary Root said today that 
no more troops were being sent to China 
because they were not needed. With 
the arrival at Taku of the Hancock and 
the troops she carried, General Chaffee 
will have 5,000 available men, which is 
thought to be sufficient for all present 
purposes. The decision of the department 
was not based upon any recommendation 
by General Chaffee, but upon reports re- 
ceived by it which made it. apparent 
that no more troops were needed. 


the troops was made in the following 
official bulletin which was posted at the 
war department this evening: 

“The government has decided that un- 
less required by future developments no 
more troops are to be sent to China. Or- 
ders have accordingly been cabled to Na- 
gasaki for the Meade, which is due there 
today with four troops of the Third 
cavalry, four companies of the Fifteenth 
infantry and company E, battalion of 
engineers, to proceed directly to Manila. 
Similar orders will be given to the other 
troops which are under orders for China 
via Nagasaki.”’ 

It was stated at the department that 
the encouraging condition in China was 
the main reason why the orders of today 
regarding the troops were issued. Be- 
sides the troops on the Meade, there are 
now at sea the Warren with two squad- 
rons of the Ninth cavalry and recruits: 
the Sherman with one battalion each 
of the Second, Fifth and Eighth infant- 
ries. The Logan its to sail on September 
Ist with two battalions of the First 
and one battalion of the Second infan- 
try. It was said at the department that 
six or seven thousand troops would be 
affected by the order.

The announcement of the diversion of 
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OPEKA, Kas., August 23.—William 
Jennings Bryan today received 
the second . official notification 
of his nomination for the presi- 
dency. This notification came from the 
populist party through Thomas M. Patter- 
son. of Colorado. He was at the same 
time informed by A. W. Rucker of the 
indorsement of his candidacy by the Unit- 
ed States Monetary League. 

The ceremonies took place in the state 
capitol grounds and were witnessed by a 
large audience. 

In many respects the méeting paralleied 
the Indianapolis notification. This was 
true in the fact that both were held in 
parks: in that the weather was intensely 
hot and in that the impatience of the 
crowd compelled speakers preceding Mr. 
Bryan to curtail their remarks, and the 
entire ceremonies ended in about an hour 
and a half. Rain had been threatened 
early in the day, but before the meeting 
was called to order at 3:30 o'clock, all 
fears of a storm had vanished. 

Many of the auditors found their way 
to the vicinity of the stand an hour or 
more before the speaking began, and va- 
liantly held their ground, despite the in- 
tense heat. Many of them muSt have 
suffered intensely, for near the stand they

retary of agriculture a few days ago, and 
made, as we know, for no other than political 
purposes, neither the farmer nor any other 
consumer of trust articles will forget the con- 
stant rise in the prices of them: and his 
and the other consumer's constantly grow- 
ing necessities for their use. 

The sources of our present prosperity are 
three in number. The gold monometallism

ident even then that while there was a 
general desire to hear and see him, the 
audience was finding the situation too un- 
comfortable to be long endured. 

State Chairman Ridgely, of the popu- 
list party, introduced James A. Troutman, 
who made a brief speech welcoming Mr. 
Bryan tothe city. Mr. Troutman former- 
ly was lieutenant governor of the state, 
and is republican in politics. His speech 
was personally complimentary to Mr. 
Bryan. 

Mr. Troutman was followed by Frank 
Doster, chief justice of the state, who 
extended the welcome of the state at 
large. He had prepared a speech, but he 
delivered only a small part of it because 
of the heat and of the evident desire to 
hear Mr. Bryan. 

Mr. Doster was followed by Jerry Simp- 
scy, who was introduced as the perina- 
ncnt chairman in the absence of National 
Cheirman Butler. Mr. Simpson made a 
brief speech congratulating Topeka upon 
being selected as a place for the nétifica- 
ticn of Mr. Bryan by a great party 
as its candidate for the presidency. He 
compared Mr. Bryan with Lincoln. and 
rredicted that he would lead the people 
back’ to the Jandmark of human liberty 
which Lincoln had so materially assisted 
in establishing. 

‘‘Let us trust,’’ he said, “‘that Nebras- 
ka and Kansas, standing side by Side as 
in 1860, will again give their support to a 
cardidate who has, as the candidate of 
that time had, but one code of morals 
which embraces, us did. Linceln’s all men 
of all times, regardless of cglor or envi- 
rcnment.”’ 

Mr. Simpson introduced Mr. Patterson, 
who as chairman of the national popu- 
list convention, became chairman of the 
nctification committee. Mr. Patterson 
was received with ap»,lause and,many of 
his points were Joudly cheered, but, like 
Jucge Doster, he materially reguced the 
length of his spe?2n because of the heat 
ard of the impatience of the audience.

The president, it is said, realizes that 
while he is going and coming from Chica- 
go and while participating in the celebra- 
tion at that city he could not possibly re- 
ceive information and give it the atten- 
tion which the acute stage of affairs in 
China demands. 

The president fully realizes that an- 
other crisis is rapidly approaching in 
China and that momentous questions 
which may involve the life or death of 
the empire may at any time be presented 
for solution. Under these conditions the 
president deems it to be his duty to re- 
main at the seat of government until the 
crisis. for the present, at teast, is passed. 


RENOMINATED FOR CONGRESS.

To 3ecure this, congress declared 
war against Spain; and by the courage of its 
army and the marvelous skill and courage of 
its seamen, compelled Spain to release the 
island to its people and forever renounce pow- 
er and authority over them. This had been 
a war for humanity indeed; but for more than 
a yéar before the convention met the United 
States had waged this war, commenced for 
the liberation of one people for the conquest 
and subjugation of another. Congress had 
not authorized the transformation of a war 
against Spain into a war against another and 
alien people. It had levied taxes, enrolled 
volunteers and shed the blood of its best and 
bravest sons to free the Cubans from the hor- 
rible, relentless yoke of Spain. The yoke 
was broken; when the president, defying the 
command of the constitution that congress 
alone shall have power to declare war, turned 
army, mavy and taxes against the Filipinos, 
who had been our allies in the conflict with 
Spain, and without provocation, except that 
they, too, desired the boon of freedom, hunted 
and shot them down to force them to bend 
their necks to the yoke of American serfdom.

The Monetary League has 
for four years been active in the distribu- 
tion of literature connected with ih< 
money question aimed at the enlighten- 
ment of the voters, and I have on former 
occasions, and do now express my cvIn- 
mendation of the efforts of this league 
and of similar leagues to spread befure 
the people the information on the money 
question, because I believe that the more 
the question 1s studied and the better it 
fs understood the stronger will be ithe 
demand for the restoration of the double 
standard in the United States. 

While I am grateful for the confidence 
which the npopulists have expressed in me, 
I am not vain enough to regard as. per- 
sonal their extraordinary manifestations 
of good will. The ties which bind to- 
gether those who believe in the same 
great fundamental principles are 
stronger than tiles of affection—stronger 
even than the ties of blood, and co-opera- 
tion between the reform forces is due to 
the fact that democrats, populists and 
gilver republicans take the side of the 
peop:e in their contest against greed, and 
agree in the application of Jeffersonian 
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for the restoration of silver by the inde- 
pendent action of this country at 16 to 1, 
the ratio which had existed since 1834. 
They were defeated, but that did not end 
the discussion. The democrats were de- 
feated in 1838, but that did not put an end 
to tariff reform. The republicans were 
defeated in 1892, but that did not perma- 
nently overthrow the protective tariff. 
Defeat at the polls does not necessarily 
decide against the problem. Exnerience 
and experience alone settles questions. If 
an increase in the volume of the currency 
since 1896, although unpromised by the re- 
publicans, and unexpected, has brought 
improvement in industrial conditions, this 
improvement instead of answering the 
arguments put forth in favor of bimeta.- 
lism, only confirms the contention of those 
who insisted that more money would 
make better times. 

The republican party, however, while 
claiming credit for the increase in circu- 
lation, makes no permanent provision for 
an adequate supply of standard money. It 
denies the necessity for more real money, 
while it permits national] banks to expand 
promises to pay

im proportion as the republican party 
more openly espouses gold monometal- 
lism. f 

In 1896 the reform forces .charged the 
republican party with intending to retire 
the greenbacks. This charge denied at 
the time has been confessed by the finan- 
cial bill which converts greenbacks, when 
once redeemed, into gold certificates, and 
extends new privileges to banks of issue.

Democrats and populists alike favor that 
principle of direct legislation. If any 
differences exist as to the extent. to 
which the principle should be applied, 
these differences tan be reconciled by ex- 
periment. 

Democrats and populists agree that Chi- 
nese and other oriental labor should be 
excluded from the United States. 

Democrats and poptlists desire to so 
enlarge the scope of the interstate com- 
merce act.as to enable the commission to 
protect both persons and places from dis- 
erimination, and the public at large from 


excessive railroad rates. 
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as the toilers need. 


In 1896 the populists united with the 
democrats in opposing trusts, although 
the question at that time appeared like 
a cloud scarcely larger than a man’s 
hand. Today that cloud well nigh over- 
spreads the industrial sky. The farmer 
does not participate in the profits of any 
trust. but he sorely feels the burden of 
them all. He is dependent upon the 
seasons for his income. When he plants 
bis. crop be knows not whether it will be 
blessed with rain or blighted with 
drought; he knows not whether wind will 
blow it down or hail destroy It, or insects 
devcur it, and the price of his crop is as 
uncertain as the quantity. If a private 
monopoly can suspend production and fix 
the price of raw material as well as the 
price of finished product, the farmer, 
powerless to protect himself when he sells, 
is plundere-l1 when he purchases. Can any 
farmer hesitate to throw the influence of 
his ballot upon the side of those who 
desire to protece the public at large from 
monopolies? 

The fact. that the trusts support the 
republican party ought to be sufficient 
proof that they expect protection from 
it. The republican party cannot be re- 
lied upon to extinguish the trusts so long 
as it draws its campaign contributions 
from their overflowing vaults. .

Facts Brought Out in Justice 
Court Tending To Show Sen- 
sational State of Affairs. 


The aftermath of the alleged straw 
bond scheme first exposed in The Consti- 
tution and causing a sensation in justice 
court circles, is now being gathered in 
the form of re-arrests of parties out on 
bogus bail, the hustling of new bonds by 
minor court officers, and the prosecution 
of parties still in town alleged to be 
implicated in the fraud. 

Three defendants in criminal cases were 
put back in jail yesterday and at least 
a dozen others are at large who owe their 
liberty to bonds furnished by Hames, 
Webb. Mullins and Garner. 

Three warrantd have Seen sworn out 
against L. J. hn, senior member of 
the law firm of Glenn & Gar- 
ner, for larceny and larceny after trust, 
and yesterday morning he was tried in 
Justice Bloodworth’s court and bound 
over in the sum of $300 on the latter 
charge. John T. Gerner, the junior mem- 
ber of the firm, is just at present beyond 
the reach of warrants for conspiracy, 
larceny after trust, false swearing and 
forgery. He, in conjunction wth the three 
afcremeéntioned other members of the 


alleged straw bond crowd, departed from 


the city. 
At the trial of Glenn yesterday evidence 
was developed showing the alleged de- 


vious and smooth methods of 
the straw bondsmen. Chief among 
these was the fact that thar 


man W. C. Webb, who is charged with 
having forged the name of his uncle, G. 
W. Webb. of DeKalb county, to the bond 
upon which W. L. Hames was released 
by Justice Bateman pending his trial for 
faise swearing, had been making a busi- 
ness of using h's kinsman’s initials in 
signing bonds. 

G. W. Webb is a substantial cit- 
izen of the adjoining cow®fy of 
DeKalb. and his tax rating is so good 
that the bonds bearing his name were 
aceepted without question. At the hear. 


ing yesterday, his affidavit was read to .... 


the effect that he had signed no bonds, 
and was ignorant, prior to the exposure 
of the Hames bond, of his name having 
been given on bonds in Fulton county. 
Citizens’ Names Used. 

The case on trial yesterday showed an- 
other instance where the name of G. W. 
Webb had been forged. It is believed 
that the names of other property hold- 
ers living at a distance from Atlanta were 


also forged to bonds, to say nothing of 


the tricks resorted to to get a rating 
in the tax collector’s office. Some inter- 
esting facts about the fees said to be re- 
ceived by the alleged legal steerers for 
the straw bondsmen came out in the jus- 
tice’s examination of Glenn. 

The prosecuting witness was William 
Schley Howard, a prominent young at- 
torney of this city and member-elect of 
the legislature from DeKalb county. The 
charge, larceny after trust, was based on 
the payment of $15 to Glenn & Garner by 
Howard as fee or commission for procur- 
ing bail for his clients, Jim Dobbs and 
wife, colored, charged with larceny. It 
yers of the bondsmen received the fee 
was alleged by the plalh«iff that the law- 
or commission in advance, after signing 
a contract to return the money in the 
event that the bond furnished was not ef- 
fective. and that his client was allowed to 
languish in jail and the return of ths 
money refused after repeated demands.

SHOWING WHY IT 1S NEEDED 


Contribution for the Annex to Hos- 
pital To Be Devoted to Colored 
People—Macon Street Pav- 
ing Proceeding—Other 
News of City. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., August 23.—Active steps are 
being taxen by the management of Mer- 
cer university and the general friends 
of the instftution to raise an endowment 
of $50,000. President Pollock has just is- 
sued an interesting statement from which 
the following extracts are taken: 

“In January, 1897, the treasurer of Mer- 
cer university reported the value of cn- 
dowment to be $136,618.40. The endowment 
at present is $167,223.95, an increase of 
$30,605.55. The interest on the endowment, 
plus the tuition fees, makes the annual 
income of the university. This has not 
been sufficient in recent years to pay the 
expenses of conducting the affairs of the 
college. Reduction of expenses, a better 
investment of funds and an advance of 
tuition are impossible. 

“In the light of these facts, Mercer asks 
the denomination at this time for $50,000 
to be put into permanent endowment. It 
is both a necessity and matter of gain 
for ys to raise this money in the present 
year. First, we need the money to be 
able to hold our presen: position; and, 
second, if we raise $0,000 in twelve 
months, we receive $15,000 from the Ameri- 
can Baptist Education Society to be add- 
ed. And all this is required that We may 
be able to stand where we are, without 
loss. It may be argued, that under eX- 
isting conditions, it will require a sacri- 
fice to raise this money. Be it so. It is 
requiring sacrifice upon the part of oth- 
ers around us to do what they are doing.”’

United Brothers’ lodge, No. 5, of Odd 
Fellows, sent $25 today to Mr. A. R. Tins- 
ley, treasurer of the Macon hospital, for 
the fund to build an annex or department 
to the hospital for colored people.

If the negroes of the com- 
munity were one-third as solicitous and 
energetic about the erection of the depart- 
ment at the hospital for colored people as 
they are in building new churches, the 
hospital department would be erected in 
very short order.

Lightning Was Terrific and Consid- 
erable Hail Fell. 


RAIN CAME DOWN IN TORRENTS 


It Came Too Late To Do Crops Any 
Good—Cotfon Looks Like It 
Had Been Scalded, 


Eatonton, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)— 
The two or three weeks’ spell of unprece- 
dented hot weather, it is hopéd, has at 
last been broken. About 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon a tremendous rain fell, accom- 
panied by flerce Nghtning and thunder, 
hail and considerable wind. Signs were 
blown down, trees uprooted and fences 
leveled. The extent of the rain has not 
been ascertained yet, neither is it known 
whether any other portion of the county 
suffered damage. The bulk of the rain 
and wind seemed to be a few miles below 
town, and as the dark, seething clouds, 
in their flight onward before the wind, 
presented such a formidable appearance, 
it is feared some parts of the county 
fared badly. Clouds of red dust were 
lifted and hurled through the air just in 
advance of the rain. Nature presented a 
weird picture. The timorous—whether 
man, woman or child—looked on and 
trem bied. 

But the rain, it is feared, came too late 
to do much good, except to help peas, po- 
tatoes and sugar cane. The corn ig gen- 
erally all made. 
several weeks has suffered terrihly. It is 
estimated that the damage has been from 
831-3 to 50 per cent. The cotton plant 
presents the appearance of having been 
baked or scalded. It is opening very 
rapidly and vrematurely. The farmers in 
many sections are busy picking. 

The pea crop has been greatly damaged 
by the extreme heat. With fair seasons 
through September, however, the sugar 
cane can be gaved. The dry season has 
offered fine opportunities for saving fod- 
der and hay and no doubt the farmers 
have taken advantage of the season.

I call attention to this official dispatch that 
the country may know that there was insur- 
rection against Spanish cruelty in the I‘hilip- 
Pines as well as in, Ctha when war was ‘e- 
clared, and that the struggling patriots of the 
Philippines held the same moral claim upon 
the United States as did the Cubans for as- 
sistance to independence. 

Of all the Asiatic peoples the Filipinos alone 
had unquenchable aspirations for liberty and 
independence, and for 300 years they had 
waged wars, with short intermissions, against 
Spain, to achieve their liberty and independ- 
ence. 

Admiral Dewey tells us in his views formu- 
lated for our peace commissioners at Paris 
that, from observations and experience with 
the Filipinos, he considered THEM FAR 
MORE CAPABLE OF SELF-GOVERNMENT 
THAN THE NATIVES OF CUBA—HIS 
LANGUAGE IN A TELEGRAM SENT TO 
THE DEPARTMENT ON JUNE 23D, BE- 
ING, “THESE PEOPLE ARE FAR MORE 
SUPERIOR IN THEIR SELF-GOVERN- 
MENT THAN THE NATIVES OF CUBA, 
AND IAM FAMILIAR WITH BOTH RACES.” 
AND IN HIS CUMMUNICATION TO 
THE PEACE COMMISSIONERS, REFER- 
RING TO THIS TELEGRAM, HE SAYS: 
“FURTHER INTERCOURSE WITH THEM 
HAS CONFIRMED MBP IN THIS OPINION.” 
If the Filipinos are but Nalf-civilized—semi- 
Savages—an ignorant, barbarous and _.— cruel 
race, then what a crime has this country to 
answer for. It called them to its aid in war 
against a civilized nation; it allotted them 
Separate and important commands; it encour- 
aged them to attack and capture thousands 
of Spanish prisoners and hold them within 
the lines of their own armies. For civilized 
nations to use barbarous or semi-civilized men 
as soldiers in war against other civilized na- 
tions is a crime under international law. As 
Well have called the painted savages of the 
plains to aid us in our war against Mexico, 
or for the British to marshal the Bush tribes 
of Africa against the Boers, as for the United 
States to ally itself with the Filipinos to 
Make war upon Spain, if those unfortunate 
people are of the class their American op- 
pressors now paint them, 

WHEN THE UNITED STATES MADE 
THE FILIPINOS ITS ALLIES FOR WAR 
UPON THE SPANIARDS, IT PROCLAIM- 
ED THEM AS CIVILIZED PEOPLE, WITS 
SUFFICIENT JUDGMENT, SELF-CONTROL 
AND HUMANITY TO BE ENTRUSTED 
WITH THE GRAVEST AND MOST DELI- 
CATE RESPONSIBILITIES CONNECTED 
WITH MODERN WARFARE. THE UNITED 
STATES HAS IN THE MOST SOLEMN AND 
FORMAL MANNER FORECLOSED ITSELF 
FROM DENYING THE CAPACITY OF THE 
FILIPINOS FOR SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

No intelligent and honest person can reach 
any other conclusion from the records of the 
departments than that, as part of the nego- 
tiations between the-American consul at Sin- 
gapore and Aguinaldo, which culminated in 
Aguinaldo going to the aid of Dewey, and la- 
ter, with the generals commanding the ar- 
my in the Phillippines, there was a clear. uns 
derstanding that if Spanish power was bro- 
ken in the Philippines the inhabitants of the 
islands would be granted independence. At 
the last interview before Aguinaldo’s depart- 
ure from Singapore between him and Con- 
sul Pratt, the Filipino insurgent leader de- 
clared. his. ability to establish a proper and 
responsible government, and that he would 


be willing to accept the same terms for his 


country as the United States intended giving to 
Cuba. 


Compact with Aguinaldo. 


True, an American consul could not, act- 
ing with due discretion, without authority, 
promise independence to any people; but the 
United States, through its agents, had sought 
out Aguinaldo, it urged him to become an 
ally, he stated his expectations of the re- 
sults to this country from the alliance; and 
when the American consul communiated it 
all to his government and the government 
did not reject it, but, insofar as silence could, 
acquiesced in the terms proposed by the ally 
it sought—then, surely sound national mo- 
rality demanded that the implied compact 
should be scrupulously observed. 

Generals Anderson, King and Green, the 
earlier cammanders in the Phillippines, and 
our consuls at Singapore and Hong Kong 
bear testimony that Aguinaldo and his fol- 
lowers had no other thought than that they 
would be permitted independence. Before 
they sailed for the Philippines the Filipino 
junta in Hong Kong issued a proclamation 
declaring: ‘‘Divine Providence is about to 
place independence within our reach.’’ When 
Aguinaldo landed he raised his own standard, 
created a_civil government and proclaimed 
that the great North American nation would 
not interfere with their independence. 

All of the fighting upon land was done by 
the Filipino insurgents. They stormed many 
fortifications, they fought many battles, they 
captured many thousands of prisoners. Ihe 
only fighting done by the American soldiers 
was at the capture of Manila, a capture made 
by agreement with the enemy; it being stip- 
ulated that but enough resistance would be 
made by the Spaniards to take from the af- 
fair the appearance of consent. 

And then came the Paris treaty. The United 
States required Spain to relinquish its sov- 
ereignty over Cuba to the people of Cuba, 
and over Filipino protest, coerced Spain‘ not 
to relinquish its sovereignty over the archi- 
pelago to the people of the archipelago, but 


to sell to the United. States its alleged sav- 
ereignty over the fslands and their people for 
the sum of $20,000,000. Though Spain at the 
time of the treaty was powerless in the is- 
lands—its fleet had been sunk and all its land 
forces were either captured by the Filipinos 
or 80 closely besfege@ that escape was im- 
possible; neverthelegs the president, for the 
purpose of empire, which had then found 
fixed lodgment in his mirid, recognized a sov- 
ereignty that did not exist, and bought it that 
the United States might become sovereign over 
their erstwhile brave, faithful and trusting 
allies and as their sovereign shoot them to 
death until they submitted to the American 
yoke. It is the yoke of imperialism. It is a 
yoke which forbids to the Filipinos the rights, 
immunities, protection and privileges conferred 
upon citizens by the American constitttion. 
It is a yoke which forbids the United States 
supreme court to measure any act of congress 
made applicable to the Filipinos by the bill 
of rights or any other provision in the fed- 
eral constitution, Already the president has 
sent a commission of his own appointment to

Britain, through Benjamin Franklin they ne- 
gotiated a treaty with France by which France 
sent her armies and ships of war to the colo- 
nies to help them overcome the British. We 
read with anguish of the sufferings of the 
patriot army. Without pay or commissary for 
long periods, desertions and sickness weakened 
the ranks. Without the ships and men of 
France the struggle would have been hope- 
less. France’s fleet had access to. our ports, 
French divisions and brigades were welcomed 
to the heart of the country. They manned 
American fortifications and held: American 
cities at their mercy. They controlled tmpor- 
tant unes of communication and were depend- 
ed upon for much of the most arduous and 
dangerous work of the war. 

Suppose, at the period Cornwallis was 
besieged at Yorktown by the allfed forces 
of Washington and Lafayette, France had 
effected a treaty with Great Britain by 
which peace between these countries. was 
restored and for £4,000,000 ($20,000,000) 
France had purchased from Great Britain 
its asserted sovereignty over the colontes. - 
Suppose, upon this happening, the ‘pa- 
triot army had refused to recognize this 
sovereignty in France, and because Wash- 
ington would not acknowledgpe the flag of 
France nor consent: to French annexation 
of the colonies De KMochambeau and Le- 
fayette and the admirals of the French 
fleets opened their fires upon their late 
American allies, shooting them to death 
to enforce their submission. See France 
hurrying new armies to the colonies and 
re-enforce. its fleets, See Washing- 
ton's forces defeated with leader and men 
taking to the swamps ard wooded fast- 
messes to continue the struggle for lib- 
erty; see American cities -captured and 
sacked, and the colonies given over to all 
the horrors of a new war with France as 
the oppressor. What would have been the 
verdict vf the civilized world? The act 
would have been denounced as the foulest 
of national crimes in all recorded time, 
and no crime, monstrous and heinous as 
crimes had ,been, could have been com- 
pared with it in distorted and hateful 
features. Americans would have forever 
regarded France and Frenchmen with un- 
@ying hatred. No atonement could ever 
have effaced the memory of that unpar- 
donable crime from their memories.

Semi-Centennial of the Founding of 
the Town. 


THOUSANDS OF VISITORS 


Wagner Monument Unveiling Took 
Place Yesterday. 


MILITARY ORGANIZATIONS PRESENT 


On the Floats Were Many Beautiful 
Girls in Attractive Costumes. 
Celebration Continues Today.

Columbia, 8. C., August 23.—(Special.)-— 
The semi-centennial of the founding of 
Walhalla, the beautiful mountain capital 
of Oconee, next to Georgia in the north- 
west corner of this state, was begun to- 
day with great ceremony and with 5,000 
people in town. This town, named the 
“Paradise of the Gods,"’ was settled by 
thrifty Ge§mans in 1850 and Germans 
took a prominent part in the celebration. 
A monument was unveiled in commem- 
oration of the life labors of John Andreas 
Wagner and his associates of the Ger- 
man Colonization Society. 

“He was a true German and loved his 
countrymen.” This is the inscription on 
his monument and it tells the story of his 
life as eloquently as did the beautiful 
tribute of John D.:Capplemann, the ora- 
tor of today’s celebration. The organiza- 
tions present were the German artillery, 
a battalion of militia from Charleston, 
the Queen City Drum Corps, of Char- 
lotte; the Fort! Motte Guards and the 
First artillery band, one of the finest 
musical organizations in the 
States army. 

The order of exercises today consisted 
of a procession of military and other 
organizations, after which there was 
speaking in the Academy grove, a bas- 
ket dinner and then the unveiling itself. 

The monument was built by popular 
subscription, the funds being contributed 
by the descendants of those who came 
from the “Vaderland.’’ The procession 
was headed by the chief marshal, W. L. 
Verner, and his assistants, A. C. Mer- 
rick, Sam Verner and A. P. Crisp. Then 
followed the First Artillery band, the 
German artillery, about fifty confederate 
veterans, the Fort Motte Guards, the 
Queen City Drum Corps, carriages con- 
taining the speakers and distinguished 
visitors and the floats of the business 
houses. There were about fifty county 
candidates in line. 

On many of the immense floats were 
dozens of the most beautiful German- 
American girls in the state, in attractive 
costumes. 

The flag draping the monument was 
drawn down by Miss Cherrie Wagner, 
granddaughter of the gallant General 
Wagner, and then two brass cannon 
thundered fifty times. The celebration 
will be continued tomorrow,

CAUSE OF THE SLASHING 


Grew Out of the Withdrawal of 
Louisiana from Southeastern Ag- 
soctation—Interview with 
a Prominent Insur- 

ance Man. - 


New Orleans, La., August 23.—(Special.) 
An insurance war has broke out here 
with considerable cutting and slashing 
of rates, growing out of the withdrawal 
of Louisiana from the Southeastern Tar- 
iff Association, which has its headquar 
ters at Atlanta. 

The withdrawal of the Loufsiana com- 
panies and agen$*s was the result of 
the passage by the legislature of an antt- 
compact law, prohibiting insurance com- 
panies from forming combines or com-~ 
pacts of any kind for the fixing of rates. 
The withdrawal of the Louisiana com- 
panies from the association has been ac- 
companied with some bitterness directed 
mainivy against thé Atlanta insurance 
agencies. on the ground that the settling 
up of the affairs of the defunct Loufsianna 
branch has been operated to the advan- 
tare of Atlanta and against New Or- 
leans. 

The committee destened to wind up the 
affaire of the New Orleans branch con- 
stated mainiv of Atlanta men. fit is com- 
niained, and after closing mn the office 
of the ecomnact here. In accordance with 
the law. thev removed to Atlanta and 
ont of the reach of New Orleans agents 
the indexes, hooks. special hazard sur- 
vevs and original sugar house diagrams, 
with corresnondence vertaining thereto. 
Against this removal formal and em- 
nhatic protests were made, but apparent- 
lv without the least effect. 

The committee against whom this com- 
niaint is made consists of Mr, Thomas 
Figleston, of Atlanta. general agent of 
the Hartford Fire Insurance Company, 
chairman: Mr. John D. Young, adfuster, 
Royal Insurance Company. Louisville, 
Ky.; Mr. W. E. Chapin, Atlanta, Ga., 
manager southern department Pennsyl- 
vania. Delaware and Fire Association; 
Mr. William H. Byrnes, of the Hibernia 
Insuranc Company, of New Orleans, 
and Mr. Pianesies F. Low, of the Liver- 
poo! and London and Globe, at New Or- 
leans, 

This raised a storm here, as the New 
Orleans companies have established an 
inspection bureau, which is not against 
the law, but the bureau is hardicapped 
by the fact that all the data, maps, etc., 
on which it should operate have been 
removed to Atlanta. 

In an interview today one of the in- 
surance men, who would not allew his 
name to be given, said: 

’ “The Atianta clique desire to let it be- 
come evident that’ being in possession of 
the valuable plans of the old bureau, 
they proposed to prevent any one from 
benefiting by their use, unless in accord- 
ance with the plans outlined for united 
action from Atlanta; and this has been 
confirmed in the mind of some by the 
recent publication of the proposed plan 
of organization, with headquarters in At- 
lanta, for the purpose of inspecting and 
surveying risks in Virginia, South Caro- 
lina and Louisiana, from which states 
the Southeastern Tariff Association has 
been excluded from the exercise of many 
of its. functions.”’ 

This is the burden of complaint—the 
claim that the Atlanta agents are at- 
tempting to control New Orleans busi- 
ness to the detriment of both home com- 
panies and local agents. Rates have al- 
ready been cut surreptitiously and an 
open war may result from the onetataah 
of the anti-compact law, and the action 
of the Southeastern Tariff Association’s 
cemmittee on the New Orleans situation. 
The New Orleans insurance companies 
and agents believe that it' is a war be- 
tween them and the Atlanta agents for 
a considerable territory in the southwest.

AVOIDS CROWDS 


Ohio Town Revealed a Scene 
of Great Desolation, 


LAWLESSHESS IN FULL SWAY 


One Death and Twenty Wounded 
Persons Marked the Work of 
the Wild Ohio Mob on 
Wednesday Night 
Last. 


Akron, O., August 23.—When day dawn- 
ed in Akron Thursday morning it reveal- 
ed a scene of desolation and the evidence 
of violence and lawlessness unparalleled 
in the history of this city. 

The rioters had done their awful work 
and had dispersed. One chi!d was lying 
cold in death and nearly a score of people 
were suffering from the wounds of pistol 
bal's, buckshot and other missiles. 

The city building was a heap of 
smoldering ruins and beside it steamed 
the water-soaked ashes of Columbia hall. 

The police force of the city was disor- 
‘ganized and scattered. The chief was 
fleeing in desperation from the scene of 
bloodshed, riot and burning, almost 
crazed by what his men had done. 

Live electric wires lay across the streets 
in the vicinity of the burned buildings 
and debris of all kinds was scattered far 
and near. The dowmn-town streets were 
just as the mob left them, and although 
nothing was being done by the rioters, 
crowds of spectators, hundreds in num- 
per, hung around, waiting for something 
to turn up. 

At 6 o’clock the crowds began to in- 
crease as the curious spectators hurried 
to the scene of the trouble. A policeman 
appeared arid then another, timid at first, 
but with increasing assurance as no vio- 
lence was offered. ‘Then company C, of 
Canton, a detachment of the Eighth Ohio 
regiment, marched down the street from 
the train and halting before the ruins of 
the city building, was at once set to work 
patrolling the fire lines. There was no 
evidence of ill will or disquiet on the 
part of the crowds at the lines. There 
was no talk of violence. The turbulent 
element had slunk away with the coming 
of daylight and order was once more fully 
restored after an awful night of terror 
and anarchy.

Re- 
volvers, rifles, shotguns, razors and thou- 
sands of rounds of ammunition were ta- 
ken, and with these weapons the mob re- 
turned to the city hall. Standing in the 
front windows of the building, Mayor

The cost of the wars she 
carried on has left her, it is true, with 
a heavy cebt—about $100 per capita as 
against our own $28—but cur expenses in 
the Philippines are equal to three-fourths 
of the interest charge on her entire ii- 
debtedness. With the establishment of 
peace and the influx of foreign capital to 
the peninsula new energy nas been in- 
fused into the Spanish people. Irrigation 
canals on a vast scale for the reclamation 
of marsh lands are being planned, electric 
traction and lighting plants are being in- 
troduced in all the cities, new factories 
are springing up all over the country, new 
steamship companies have been organ- 
ized, railway ex‘ensions are projected in 
all directions, new banks are being of- 
ganized, and the whole country has made 
a new start. Imports into the peninsula 
last year were 50 per cent larger than in 
the year preveding the outbreak of the 
Cuban war. During the twelve months 
ended June 30th we sold thirteen and one- 
half millions of merchandise to Spain— 
the largest amount for many years—and 
bought six millions of products from her, 
so that she ranked eighth in the list of our 
foreign customers. 


This country, The Herald rightly

In Ohio the republican mob not only refuses to take the 
officers of the law at their word, but refuses to accept the testimony of 
its own leaders.

The mob not only refused to credit the report of its own committees, 
but forthwith proceeded to give a performance which for utter and com- 
plete fiendishness and brutality has no parallel in the history of any 
southern community. We cheerfully invite a comparison of records. If 
anything in southern history can be shown to be as atrocious and as bar- 
barous as the performance of the Akron mob, not twenty miles away from 
the place where the good and kind McKinley is enjoying a season of pure- 
ly politica] repose, we will be willing to join the trust patriots in their ef- 
forts to overthrow the republic—and the more cheerfully since Ohio re- 
publicanism has produced such murderous fruits. 

The good and kind McKinley has forwarded troops to far away China

The affair is well described in the dispatches, though it is evident 
that the magnitude of the affair was a complete surprise to those whose 
business it is to serve the newspapers with news, When the mob, composed 
of irresponsible young men and boys, found itself foiled in the effort to find 
the negro criminal, it turned its attention to both public and private 
property. It looted a store where arms and ammunition were kept for sale, 
and then went about its bloody work of shooting babies and unoffending 


In the easiest and most natural way incendiarism was ‘added to mur- 
der, and dynamite was employed to facilitate the 
ance. There is but one redeeming feature to the affair and that is of a 
purely negative character—namely, that the mob did not seize upon the 
occasion to murder and maim innocent negroes. We do not remember 
that any state has, during the past thirty years, been the scene of such 
lawlessness. [he affair adds a very black chapter to the history of the 
good and kind McKinley’s native state, and is sufficient to convince the 
country that republicanism in its most modern form means anything but 


monstrous perform- 


If we are not mistaken it gives Hanna’s syndicated party a warm 
crisis to deal with. At the very least, it is a cud for the republican edi- 
tors to chew and reflect on. It is baq enough to visit mob vengeance on 
a beast who has demonstrated that he has smal! right to the protection 
of legal methods, but it is infinitely worse for a mob, outwitted by the 
officers of the law, to set itself to the work of pillage, plunder and mur- 
der, and to cap it all by incendiarism. 

The Akron affair demonstrates once more that when the people among 
whom our most critical censors are to be found, undertake to violate the 
peace and good order of society, they give the country pointseabout mob 
law that are not only original, but unique. It is said that human nature is 
pretty much the same the world over, but mob violence is not the same. 
In the south the mob which undertakes to make an example of a negro 
rapist is able to give a number of reasons for its actions. They may not be 
unanswerable, but they are of a character that gives them great weight 
with the average man who is interested in putting a stop to such crimes. 
In the first place, there is the unprotected condition of’ the women and 
girls in the country places. It is felt that the best protection that can be 
afforded these is to visit swift and summary vengeance on criminals who 
outrage innocence, In the second place, a trial in court makes it necessary 
for the miserable victim to go upon the stand and rehearse the awful de- 


These two facts are sufficient to explain the action of men who other- 
wise have respect for and confidence in the law. Such reasons will not hold 
good in the Akron affair. Practically there is no lack of neighborhood pro- 
tection in that part of the country, and in the particular case which gave 
rise to the fury of the mob there was no need to fear that a gensitive nature 
would be wounded by a recital of the details. 

Moreover, the mob, instead of seeking the negro, turned its attention 
to the work of destruction and annihilation; it went about looting, carry- 
ing the torch of the incendiary, and murdering inoffensive persons, Since 
the massacre of unoffending negroes at Pana, in the republican state of 
Illinois, there has been no more formidable display of wild anq furious 
ruffianism than that which took place a f¢w hours ago at Akron, in the re- 
publican state of Ohio, within twenty miles of the good and kind McKin- 
ley, the “benevolent” assimilator, who is making arrangements to throw 
whole populationg into the pockets of the trusts and financial syndicates. 
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the same time, the Spaniards must, 
when they look at the practical side of 
it, be congratulating themselves as 
they witness our struggle with:their 
former burden. It is the practical busi- 
ness question involved, however, which 
attracts the attention of The Herald 
particularly, and leads it to say: 

To say nothing of the principles involved 
or of the lugs of inestimable lives, the 
widows and orphans scattered over vur 
lana, the thousands of brave fellows who 
will return with shattered health te drag 
out miserable lives—to say nothing of all 
this, nor of the unspeakable miseries in- 
flicted upon the Filipinos because they re- 
fuse to accept an imperialistic yoke and 
claim the right of self-government, it 
would seem that as a mere cold-blooded 
business proposition we are engaged in a 
very bad speculation.

General Shaw Again. 

General Shaw’s Blue and Gray 
speech in Atlanta is still a topic for 
discussion in the north. The Buffalo 
Express, in an editorial] paragraph, call- 
ed attention to’the episode and asgert- 
ed that the reactionary attitude of 
General Gordon was to be attributed 
largely to General Shaw’s remarks. 
This criticism is not taken kindly by 
General Shaw. He spoke to the vete- 
rans of Chautauqua county who were 
holding their annual reunion. Prefac- 
ing his remarks on this subject by 
reading The Express paragraph, he 
said: : 

“T wish to say that my speech was pre- 
pared with the gteafest care and sub- 
mitted to a commR€tee of as good judges 
as I could consult, ong of whom was 4 
leading democratic statesman of the na- 
tion. I did this with a view of having it 
weighed by competent critics. I was 48- 
sured that the speech was in every way 
fair and just, and when I delivered it, as 
I did from manuscript at Atlanta, it was 
loudly cheered by both blue and gray. 
General Gordon missed a point in my 
speech, and in a dignified way criticised 
it. I replied, calling attention to what 
I said and the words which I used when 
I said it, and I was cheered to the echo. 
I have received many letters from south- 
ern leaders commending my speech and 
thanking me for coming south and de- 
livering it.’’

appear that we are inconsistent when we 
desire a general rise in prices and yet 
oppose an arbitrary rise in protected man- 
ufaectures or trust-made good# There 
is no conflict whatever between these two 
propositions.. If a general rise in prices 
occurs because of a permanent increase in 
the volume of money, all things adjust 
themselves to the new level, and if the 


volume of money then increases in pro-- 


portion to the’ demand for money, the 
price level remains the same and busi- 
ness can be done with fairness to all. 

If. however, the rise is arbitrary and 
only affects a part of the products of la- 
bor, those whose products do not partici- 
pate in the rise suffer because the pur- 
chasing power of their income is decreas- 
ed. If a bad monetary system des 
down the price of the farmer’s product, 
while monopolies raise the price of what 
he buys, he burns the candle at both ends 
and must expect to suffer in comparison 
with those who belong to the classes 
more favored by legislation. 


For the Work of Reform, 
It is sometimes urged by partisan pop- 
ulists that four years more of republican 
misrule would so aggravate economic con- 


ditions as to make reforms easier. No 
one can afford to aid in making matters 
worse in the hope of being able to make 
them better afterwards, for in so doing 
he assumes responsibilities which he may 
not be able to remedy. No populist, 
however sanguine,- believes it possible to 
elect a populist president at this time, but 
the populist party may be able to de- 
termine whether a democrat or a repub- 
lican will be elected. 

Mr. Chairman, the populist convention, 
which your committee represents, thought 
it better to share with t democrats in 
the honor of securing someé of.the reforms 
desired by your party, than to bear the 
odium of remaining neutral in this great 
crisis. or of giving open or secret aid to 
the republican party which opposes all 
the refortrs for which the populists con- 
tend. 

Those who labor to improve the condi- 
tions which surround their fellow men 
are apt to become impatient; but they 
must remember that it takes time to work 
out these reforms. Let me illustrate by 
calling your attention to the slow growth 
of public opinion in support of @ propo- 
sition to which there has been practically 
no open opposition. President Johnson, 
in 1868, recomnmtended a _ constitutional 
amendment providing for the election of 
United States senators by direct vote of 
the people, but his recommendation met 
with no response. . About twelve years 
later. General Weaver, then & member 
of congress, tried to secure the passage 
of a resolution submitting such an amend- 
ment. but hie efforts were futile. In 1892 
the resolution recommended by President 
Johnson, and urged by Congressman 
Weaver, finally passed the house of rep- 
resentatives, but has not’ yet reached a 
vote in the senate, and now after eight 
years more of public discussion the prop- 
osition for the first time received the in- 
dorsement of the natiohal convention of 
one of the great parties. 

If the fusion forces win a victory this 
fall. we shall see this reform accomplished 
before the next presidential election, 


and with its accomplishment, the people. 


will find it easier to secure any remedial 
legislation which they may desire. But 
how halting fias been the progress! Hui- 
land has said: 


‘Heaven is not gained by a single bound. 
We build the ladder by which we rise, 
From the lowly earth to the vaulted 

skies. 

And we mount to its summit round by 

round,” 


And so it is with great social and polit- 
ical movements. 

Great problems are solved slowly, but 
struggling humanity marches on step by 
step, content at each night fall, it can 
pitch its tent on a little higher ground. 

Some New Questions. 

I have called attention te the issues 
which brought the democrats and popu- 
lists together and which justified the co- 
operation during the last four years. Let 
me now invite your attention to new 
questions which would justify co-opera- 
tion at this time, even though we dif- 
fered upon all economic questions. It is 
not our fault that these new questions 
have been thrust into the arena of poll- 
tics, it is not our fault that the people 
have been called upon to consider ques- 
tions of ever-increasing magnitude. 

In 1890 the tariff question was the prin- 
cipal subject of discussion and the dem- 
ocratic party contended that the masses 
were carrying a burden of unjust and 
unnecessary taxes. In 1892 the tariff ques- 
tion was still the principal issue between 
the democratic and republican parties, 
although in the west and south the 
money question was assuming greater 
and greater proportions and the populists 
were contending that our monetary sys- 
tem was more responsible than the tariff 
laws for the depression in agriculture 
and the distress existing among the wage 
earners. In 1896 the whole question of 
taxation became of secondary importance 
because o€ the increased boldness of those 
who opposed the gold and silver coinage 
of the constitution. When the repub- 
licans declared at St. Louis that the 


d ble, was impossible 
pe grape of the leading commercial 
nations of the world, the populists and 
silver republicans joined with the deme- 
crats in asserting the right and duty 
of the American people to shape their 
financial system for themselves, regard- 
less of the action of other nations. The 
failure of the republican party to se- 
cure international bimetallism and its 
own espousal of the gold standard still 
keep the money question in play, but no 
economic question can compare in im- 
portance with a question which concerns 
the principle and structure of govern- 
ment. Systems of - taxation can be 
changed with less difficulty than finan- 
cial systems, and financial systems can 
be altered with less danger and less dis- 
tupbance to the country than the vital 
principle upon which free government 
rests. * 

A Colonial Policy. Dangerous. 

In the early sixties, when we were en- 
gaged in a contest which was to deter- 
mine whether we should have one re- 
public or two, questions of finance were 


Most sight of. Silver was at @ premium 


over gold, and both gold and silver 
were at a premium over greenbacks and 
bank notes, but the people could not 
afford to divide over the money question 
in the presence of a greater issue. And 
so today we are engaged in a controversy 
which will determine whether we are 
to have a republic in which the govern- 
ment derives its just powers from the 
consent of the governed, or am empire 
in which brute force is the only recogniz- 
ed source of power. - 

In a government where the people rule; 
every wrong can be righted and every 
evil remedied, but when once the doc- 
trine of self-government is impaired and 
might is substituted for right, there is 
no certainty that any question will be 
settled correctly. . 

A colonial policy would so occupy the 
people with the consideration of the na- 
tion’s foreign policy that domestic ques- 
tions would be neglected. ‘‘Who will 
haul down the flag?” or “stand by the 
president’? would be. the prompt response 
to every criticism of the administration, 
and corruption and special privilege would 
thrive under the cover of patriotism. 

It is not strange that the populists 
should oppose militarism and imperialism, 
for both are antagonistic to the princt 
ples which populists apply _ to other 
questions. Looking at quesfons from 
the standpoint of the producer of wealth, 
rather than from the standpoint of the 
speculator, the populist recognizes in 
militarism a constant and increasing 
burden. The army worm which occa- 
sionally destroys a field of wheat is not 
nearly so dangerous an enemy to the 
farmer as a large standing army, which 
inyades every field of industry and exacts 
toll from every crop. S 

If one hundred thousand men are with- 
drawn from the ranks of the producers 
and placed as a burden on the backs 
éf those Who remain, it must mean 
longer hours, 
sacrifices for those who ‘toit and the 
farmer, whilé he pays more than his 
share of the expense of the army, has no 
part in army contracts or in developing 
companies, and his sons_are less likely 
to fill the life positions in the army than 
the sons of those who, by reason of 
wealth or political prominence, exert in- 
fluence at Washington. 

The Menace of Militarism. 

Soon after the republican leaders began 
to suggest the propriety of a colonial 
policy the papers published an interview 
given out from San Francisco by a for- 
eign consul residing at Manila. He de- 
clared that the people of the United 
States owed it to themselves, to other 
nations and to the Filipinos to hold the 
Philippine islands permanently. At the 
conclusion of the interview. there ap- 
peared the very significant statement 
that the gentleman was visiting the 
United States for the purpose of organiz- 
ing a company for the development ‘of 
the Philippine islands. A few days later, 
on his way east. he gave out another 
interview in which he explained that 
the company which he intended to or- 
ganize would establish banks at Manila 
and at other places throughout the 
islands, and build electric light plants, 
water plants, street car lines, railroads, 
factories, etc. It seemed that the plan 
of his syndicate was to do all the devel- 
oping and leave the rest of the Ameri- 
can peonle nothing to do In the matter 
except to furnish an army sufficient to 
hold the Filipinos in subjection while 
they were being developed. 

At the present rate we will/ spend an- 
nually upon the army approximately half 
as much as we spend for education tn the 
United States, and this immense sum is 
wrung from the tax payers by systems of 
taxation which overburden the poor man 
and undertax the rich man. 

In the presence of such an issue as mifl- 
itarism, it is impossible that any populist 
should hesitate as to his duty. 

But even the menace of militarism is 
but a part of the question of imperialism. 
The policy contemplated by the republi- 
can party nulifies every principle set 
forth in the declaration of independence, 
strikes a blow at popular government 
and robs the nation of it's moral prestige. 
Already the more advanced supporters 
of the colonial idea point to the econ-

The School Districts. 


The special committee, composed of Ma- 
jor W. F. Slaton, superintendent of the 
System; Oscar Pappenheimer, of the 
board. and L. M. Landrum, assistant su- 
perintendent, made its report upon the 
boundaries to the school districts.

With this addition the report of tne 
special committee was adopted. 


To Have Outdoor Athletics. 


An indication of the feeling among the 


members of the board in regard to the. 


introduction of physica] culture into the 
schools was given yesterday afternoon by 
the adoption of a resolution encouraging 
the scheme to have the boys of the High 
school participate in outdoor athletics. 

This matter was the subject of a reso- 
lution introduced yesterday afternoon by 
Oscar Pappenheimer: It was unanimous- 
ly adopted by the board, after a brief 
discussion in which Mr. - Pappenheimer 
stated the object of the resolution and 
told of the benefit it was expected to be 
to. the boys of the High school: 

This resolution is as follows: 

That a “ommittee of three, consisting of & 
rember of this board, the superintendent of 
schools and the priacipal of the Boys’ High 
school, be authorized }o make arrang¢merts for 
cutdoor athletics undosr the supervision of the 
instructor of physital culture; svrovided, that 
the participation of any punil shall be volun- 
tary and that no expendi:®8e of this board's 
funds be involved. 

The Question of School Books. 

Toward the latter part of the meeting 
Mr. Pappenheimer secured the floor for 
the introduction of a resolution bearing 
upon a matter which had never before 
been considered by the board. Mr. Pap- 
penheimer desired that the board receive 
school books from the publishers on con- 
signment to be sold to the children of the 
public schools at cost on the opening day 
of the coming session. 

Some members of the board were of the 
opinion that it was too vast an undertak- 
ing for the board of education to attempt 
the sale of about 40,000 books in one day. 
It was the opinion that it would require 
several weeks of bookkeeping to straigh- 
ten out matters after the books had been 
disposed of, ’ 

The resolution of Mr. Pasvnenheimer 
was first laid upon the table, but later, 
on motion of John S. Parks, it was re 
ferred to a committee consisting of the 
chairman of the cosnmittee on sé@hools 
and teachers, the chairman of the com- 
mittee on finance and the superintendent 
of the system. By this committee it will

Decided To Inform City Officials 
That Georgia Avenue Sewer 
Must Seek Another Outlet 
Than Through Ave- 
nues of the Park. 


The park commissioners have refused 
to allow the city’s sewers to run through 
Grant park. 

This decision was made by the board 
at a meeting held yesterday afternoon. 
While the action is of considerable im- 
portance, it will not be a surprise to 
officials at the city hall, as the park 
board has been threatening fof some time 
to take such a step. 

The principal object of attack at pres- 
ent is the Georgia avenue sewer. This 
was to have been run through the park 
to the low ground near the lake, where 
it was to connect with the sewer that is 
already in the park. It is this Georgia 
avenue sewer to which the members of 
the board are at present objecting, and 
they declare that the city must run it 
down Cherokee avenue, finding an outlet 
at the end of that street instead of con- 
necting with the sewer in the park. 

There is already a main through the 
park. It was put there several years 
ago. While the park receives no benefits 
from ‘it, all the drains finding a surface 
outlet, the commissioners made no com- 
plaint about it until there was talk 
of connecting other sewers with it. 

The city engineers stated when the 
discussion over the matter first arose that 
it would be almost impossible to run & 
sewer around the park, because of the 
hills in that vicinity. They said the cost 
of such an undertaking would be im- 
mense and advocated the use of the park 
sewer. It has been the opinion in city 
hall circles until a few days ago, that 
the board of park commissioners would 
consent to the use of the sewer already 
in the park. 

Yesterday afternoon when the board 
was called to order it became evident at 
once that the sewer question would com- 
pose the principal topic for discussion. 
Colonel Moyers stated that the park had 
been given to the city for park pur- 
poses only and that utilizing the ground 
for a sewer could hardly be reckoned as 
a park purpose. 

He was of the opinion that any citizen 
of Atlanta could stop the city from con- 
necting its Georgia avenue sewer with 
the sewer already in the park. Other 
members of the board stated that the 
presence of a large sewer would tend to 
pollute the air and would render the park 
a menace to health instead of a place for 
pure, cool and refreshing breezes. 

After fully discussing the matter the 
board decided to inform the city officials 
that the Georgia avenue sewer must seek 
another outlet than through Grant park.

FIRST PRIZE DRILL $500 
Also Second and Third Prizes and 


Prizes for Squad and Indi- 
vidual Drills. 


Several officers of the Fifth regiment 
raet last night in the rooms in the armory 
of the Gats City Guards, en Peachtree 
street, and distributed the money set 
aside by the directors of the Georgia 
State Fair for prizes to ke contested for 
by Georgia state infantry troops, con- 
sisting of at least ten companies, contest 
to take place in Atlanta on October litn 
next. 

he scope of the drill, the style unl- 
form the men were to wear, and the num- 
ber of men to make up a company to 
compete for the company prizes was also 
decided. 

the meeting was presided over by Ma- 
jor J. V. H. Nash. After much discus- 
sicn, Captain O’Neal made a motion, sec- 
onded by Lieutenant Schmidt, that $500 
be set aside as first prize in the company 
drill; $200 set aside as second prize in the 
ccrrpany drill, and $100 set cside as third 
prize in the company dri:l. 

Also $100 as first prize for the best 
drilled squad and $50 as second prize for 
the second best drilled squad, and $50 for 
an individual prize drill. 

The motion was put and unanimously 
carried. This will make the contast con- 
sist of three drilling events, and no squad 
or individual will be allowed to compete 
for the respective prizes unless they have 
been in the company drill. 

Not less than ten companies, consisting 
of thirty-two men, five sergeants and 
three officers, will enter these contests. 
Tris was exacted of the military men by 
the directors of the fair when the money 
was donated. 

Five of these companies must come 
frcm outside cities, as, only five Atlanta 
companies will be allowed to competeé.

Captain Frank A. Crenshaw, the Geor- 
gia boy who was dangerously wounded in 
the head while leading his men in an en- 
gagement a few miles from Manila, ar- 
rived in Atlanta yesterday afternoon from 
San Francisco. accompanied by his uncle, 
W. C. Crenshaw, of Cartersville. 

Captain Crenshaw reached San Francis- 
co a few days since in an almost precari- 
Ous condition efter the long and tedious 
trip across the Pacific from Manila. Af- 
ter coming the greater part of the dis- 
tance he decided to risk the journey 
across the continent to his Georgia home 
and arriving yesterday morning from New 
Orleans. was met at the depot by his 
father, Chairman T. C. Crenshaw, of the 
rallroad commission. 

Captain Crenshaw, instead of going to 
Cartersville at once, remained in Atlan- 
ta as it was deemed best for him to re- 
ceive surgical attention without more de- 
lay. At the Elkin-Cooper sanitarium, 
where he is now located, an operation of 
& very serious character will probably 
be performed today or tomorrow. Owing 
to the out of the way hospital to which 
Captain Crenshaw was taken upon being 
wounded he received very slight atten- 
tion. After a few weeks he was removed 
to Manila, but while he improved there, 
sufficient to permit his departure for 
America, his wound was not thoroughly 
attended to. It will prbably be sever- 
al weeks before his strength is entirely 
regained. 

Captain Crenshaw was seen yesterday 
by a representative of The Constitution, 
but he was too weak to tell in detail of 
the engagement in which he was shot. 
Briefly, he and his men were called out 
early one morning to disperse a band of 
Filipinos prowling in the neighborhood, 
and were led by a Filipino who professed 
to be friendly. The result was that 
Captain Crenshaw and the detachment 
under him were led into an ambush, and 
before the Americans cauld get their bear- 
ing a sharp rifle fire from the natives 
brought down Captain Crenshaw and one 
of his men. The troops rallied and 
charged the natives in their position, 
leaving several of them dead on the field. 
Captain Crenshaw was conveyed back to 
camp with difficulty, and it looked for a 
time as if the wound in the head would 
prove fatal. For several days he was 
delirious, but finally a ehange for the bet- 
ter came about and his recovery at least 
to partial strength began upon his re- 
moval to Manila, 

Of all the ycung Georgians serving in 
the Philippines, or for that matter of 
any who have been connected with any 
campaign since the Spanish-American 
war began, none have distinguished them- 
selves more for gallant service than has 
Captain Frank Crenshaw. In a recent 
report from the commander of his regi- 
ment, Ceptain Crenshaw, with another 
comrade. is recommended to the secretary 
of war for conspicuous gallantry in ac- 
tion. The confidence imposed in him by 
his superior officers was illustrated in the 
early spring, when he was placed in com- 
mand of a separate post and left largely 
to his own discretion. ° 

Captain Crenshaw stated yesterday that 
he was very anxious to get back once 
more to his command, and that he pro- 
posed to stay in this country just so long 
a time as wags necessary for him to fully 
recover his strength and health. He made 
the statement in explaining the present 
condition in the Philippines, that there 
was little actual fighting going on and 
that the Ameérican troops were faced 
more with guerrilla warfare 
Other kind. 


Congressman Jim Griggs, of the sec- 
ond district. who has been at his home 
for several weeks rectruiting his strength 
after the long and tedious sesston which 
closed in June, came up to Atlanta yes- 
terday morning on his way to Washing- 
ton.

“I believe now more strongly than ever 
that Mr. Bryan will go into office in No- 
vember on a tidal wave that will sweep 
into the democratic column states. that 
in the past have consistently given their 
electoral votes to the republicans.”

State Board of Education Hears Com- 
missioners’ Case. 
SERIOUS CHARGE IS MADE 


Effort'To Oust Man Who Was Eléct- 
ed County Commissioner. 


SMITH’S . CITIZENSHIP .IS — DISPUTED 


The Evidence Heard Yesterday May 
Demand a Reversal of Three 
Former Decisions on Case. 


The issue, who is to be school commis- 
sioner of Houston county, will not down, 
Yesterday afternoon, in the office of State 
Commissioner G. R. Glenn, a special meet- 
ing of the state board of education was 
held, at which the issue was reopened and 
a line of argument, almost sensational in 
its tone, indulged in by the two factions 
from Houston. 

George W. Smith, who claims to be a 
citizen of Houston, but whese actual 
citizenship there is left doubtful by the 
evidence, asserted through his counséi 
that he was elected to the commissioner- 
ship in a legal manner. The other fac- 
tion, headed by the former commissioner, 
E. S. Wellons, who was defeated last 
February for re-election by George W. 
Smith, claimed that Smith is not a citizen 
of Houston, but a citizen of Dooly, and 
therefore ig not entitled to hold office in 
the former county. E. 8. Wellons lays he 
Claim to the position himself. He admits 


Fhis defeat, but in doing so produces evi- 


dence to show that the man who was 
elected cannot hold the office. 

Of the state board of education there 
were on hand at the meeting Governor 
Candler, Attorney Genera] Terreil, Secre- 
tery of State Cook and Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright. The newly elected commis- 
sioner of Houston, George W. Smith, was 
represented by Washing¢pn Dessau, of 
Macon, and Judge A. C. Riley, of Hous- 
ton. The old commissioner, E. 8. Wellons, 
who is fighting in the most vigorous 
manner Smith’s right to the office, was 
ropresented by Colonel Holtzclaw and W. 
C. Davis, of Perry. 


What the Evidence Shows. 


The affidavits presented to the state 
board show that at a meeting of the 
county board of Houston, in February of 
this year, there were two candidates for 
the office of commissioner. The. former 
commissioner, E. &. Wellons, received one 
vote, and George W. Snuth four votes. A 
Subsequent test resulted in Smith receiyv- 
ing three votes and Wellcons two. The ce- 
cision of the county board was appealed 
to the state school eommissioner, who de- 
cided that Smith's election should stand. 
The issue was then appealed by Wellons 
to the final arbiter, the state board of 
education. 

The allegations ere that Smith is not a 
citizen of Houston, and has not been since 
1896; that since that time he has taught 
school in, Dooly, where his. residence is 
located; that he failed to pay his poll tax 
in Houston for four years past, and did 
so only a few hours before he was elected 
to the office of school commissioner; final- 
ly that he cast two votes in Dooly, there- 
by proclaiming his citizenship; that a per- 
son who has thus declared his citizenship 
in Dooly cannot under the law be elected 
to office in Houston or any other. county 
save Dooly. 

Attorney Holtzclaw made the assertion 
that the decision of State Commissioner 
Glenn was a willful perversion of the 
facts. It made no difference what was the 
question ai issue jn the election in Dooly 
in which Smith participated. In order to 
participate therein he must have been a 
citizen, and since he did participate, there- 
by determining the place of his citizer- 
ship, the coincident result was the loss of 
right as a citizen in Houston. 

The counsel for Wellons brought oul 
this point strongly, that it made no differ- 
ence what Smith claimed as to the place 
of his residence, the overt act of voting in 
Docly sett'ed beyond recall any issue as 
to his zitizership that may have existed 
formerly. 

Ciaims of Smith Faction. 


George W. Smith came before the board 
yesterday with three former decisions, on 
identically. the same facts, in favor of 
him. His counsel produced proof that in 
1899 he went to Houston county for the 
purpose of voting ‘n a county elecilon, 
but that he was turned down because his 
poll tax was not paid in Houston, This 
evidence was produced to off-set the 
showing by the other side that Smith had 
actually voted on two occasions in Dooly. 

Smith has claimed all along that his 
residence was in Heuston, and that he 
only temporarily resided in Dooly because 
his work as school teacher demanded his 
presence there. 

The Wellons faction in its concluding 
argument went so far as to assert that 
Smith had no idea of paying his poll tax 
in Houston until it became evident to him 
that he was about to be elected to a 
lucrative office in Houston. Ascertaining 
this, it is charged that he proceedgi to 
rectify at once his delinquent citizenship. 
The friends of Smith laugh at this 
charge, and point to it as one unworthy 
to be made against an honorable man. 

At the close of the argument the board 
adjourned without attempting to render a 
decision. This will be done at the earliest 
opportunity, and in the meantime the 
school system of the state will await the 
result eagerly.

The meeting is said to be for the pur- 
bose of forming a combination to change 
the general conditien of freight rates 
in the south. The action taken so far 
has been purely of a preliminary nature 
and corsiderable discussion has been in- 
dulged in. At the meeting Wednesday 
it is expected that the plans will be fully 
developed, and an association including 
the commissions of the state named is 
regarded as not altogether unlikely.

“Mhe scheme for such an organization 
is said to have originated in the mind of 
a member of the Mississippi commission 
several months ago.

Declares That Labor Day Is a Holiday 
in Georgia, 


ASKS THAT STORES CLOSE:

It Is Expected That Firemen’s Con- 
vention Will Declare in Favor of 
Affiliation with Organization. 


Governor Candler yesterday issued his 
proclamation declaring Monday, Septem- 
ber 3d, which is Labor Day, a legal holi- 
day and calling upon business houses to 
close on that day. 

The following is the proclamation: 


State of Georgia, Executive Office, 
Atlanta.—Labor Day Proclamation: 
The general assembly of this state 
having designated the first Monday in 
September as Labor Day, and having 
by solemn legislative enactment made 
said day a public holiday on which all 
banks and public offices may be 
closed: 

Now therefore I, Allen D. Candler, 
gzovernor of the gtate of Georgia, in 
recognition of the dignity of labor and 
of the value to the state of those of 
her citizens who earn their daily ‘bread 
by the sweat of their brows. do hereby 
issue this, my proclamation, ordering 
that all public offices tn which tha

New York, Aygust 23.—Cotton futures open- 
ed steady at an advance of 7 points on Au- 
gust and a decline of 2@4points on other posi- 
tions and pursued an irregular course within a 
marrow range of variations with the advan- 
tage most of the time on the side of the 
shorts. Following yesterday's showers, most 
heavy in North Carolina, Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas, and comparatively scant in South Car- 
®lina and northern Georgia, a rather weak 
feeling prevailed, having its first effect in 
Liverpool, and in turn producing an easier 
feeling here, chiefly under the pressure of fur- 
ther selling by outsiders. After the opening 
of the market there was an advance of 8 
points on covering followed by a break of 10 
points on further reports of rain in the central 
and eastern sections of the belt. At noon a 
net loss of 4@6 points was apparent with sub- 
sequent changes unimportant, and trading 
very slack. Increased attention was given to 
the receipts which, while rather larger, are 
behind the movement for a year ago. The 
crop news was too mixed for confident action 
on the part of any class of traders and the 
volume of today’s business was very small, 
with the market finally quiet in tone at 4@7 
points net lower.

CONTRIBUTION BOXES PLACED 


For Convenience of Those Wishing 
To Contribute to the India 
Famine Fund. 


Interest in the India famine fund con- 
tinues to grow and citizens in al! parts of 
the state are contributing liberally. 
Major R. J. Guinn, chairman of the 
committee for Atlanta and Fulton county, 


from Mr. Rockhill today, dated at Yoko- 


nama, briefly announcing his arrival there. 


This prought about the white house cuon- 
ference and the preparation of iastruc- 
tions. Before Mr. Rockhill left he wus 
advis2d very fully on thé purpose of this 
government, but since his departure the 
situation has so charged at Pekin as to 
make it desirable to supplement the in- 
structions. Mr. Adee stated that, ag the 
instructions reiated to pending altairs, it 
would be inexpedient to make public any- 
thing in reference to them. 

The United States has cvaken the lead in 
replying to China that there will be 20 
temporizing negotiations, and there is 
every reason to believe the powers will 
be united in this same policy. 

The answer of the United Stgtes was 
quickly followed today by similar action 
on the part of Germany, the Berlin 
foreign office delivering to the Chinese 
minister an answer refusing to enter into 
negotiations on the ground that there was 
no evidence that Li Hung Chang's Cfre- 
dentials gave him sufficient power to act, 
and that nothing short of complete au- 
thority from the responsible rulers of 
China, the emperor and empress dowagel, 
could be regarded as sufficient. Soon af- 
ter this action at Berlin, the German 
charge d’affaires, Baron Speck you 
Sternburg, was advised by cable, and he 
called at the state department to inform 
the authcrities of Gefmany’s course. 
There was an exchange of felicitatiuns, 
as it was looked upon as another evidence 
of the uniformity of action between the 
United States and Germany. The Japan- 
ese Officials expressed their full convic- 
tion that Japan would take similar 
action, if, indeed, such action already had 
not been taken. 

The German reply in one respect is re- 
garded as having significance beyond that 
of the United States, in that it is based on 
the theory that there can be no sovereign 
authority m China other than 
that emanating from the cm- 
percr and empress dowager. Among 
diplomatic officials this is said tu be 
equivalent to an assertion that the exist- 
ing regime is to be recognized, and that 
there ‘s no purpose to set up any new 
administrative authority over China. 

The state department today made pub- 
lic the following correspondence: 

Cablegram, dated August 19th, from 
Viceroy Li Hung Chang, was transmitted 
by the Chinese minister in London and 
received by Minister Wu on the night of 
the same day: 

“It was the declaration of all the min- 
isters for foreign affairs of the great 
— that the expedition of the allied 

roops was solely for the rescue of the 
ministers in Pekin. Now the allied troops 
have entered Pekin and found all the 
ministers safe, it seems proper that hos- 
tilities should at once cease and that 
negotiations should commence. I, there- 
fore, request the United States govern- 
ment to appoint an envoy with full pow- 
ers or appoint the minister now in Pekin 
for the purpose, as he is necessarily ac- 
quainted with the affairs between Chi- 
nese and foreigners, and to inform me 
if the conference will take place in Pekin. 
After receipt of a definite reply I will 
at once proceed to the north. Please 
request the secretary of state to lay the 
matter before his excellency, the presi- 
dent. I await reply.’ 

Cablegram from Viceroy Li Hung 
Chang, dated August 21, 1900, and re- 
ceived by Minister Wu on the same 
day: 

“The boxer rebels in Pekin having 


been dispersed, there. will be positively [ 


no more fighting. Further military op- 
erations on the part of the powers are 
greatly to be deplored. Besides urging 
cessation of hostilities. please confer with 
secretary of state upon the subject of 
withdrawal of troops and appointment 
of plenipotentiary to negotiate settlement 
of all other questions so as to preserve 
amicable relations. I await early reply.”’
